A Round to DeGaulle 


Gen. DeGaulle appears to have won his 
fight to postpone the summit conference. A 
week ago President Eisenhower was saying 
he still. favored holding the meeting before 
the end of December. Now he settles for a 
Western conference by that date instead, 
meaning that the summit talks must go over 
until February or March at the earliest. The 
tail has successfully wagged the dog. 

Though it is embarrassing to the United 
States to have its policy thus vetoed by De 
Gaulle, the delay could be put to useful pur- 
pose if the President chose to do so. Gen. 
DeGaulle and Chancellor Adenauer have been 
dragging their feet on a summit conference 
not only because of its timing but because, at 
bottom, they oppose negotiations with Rus- 
sia on Berlin. The chancellor has even made 
the astonishing suggestion that Berlin and 
German questions generally be excluded from 
the agenda. 

Now that the talks have been pushed back 
several months, the President has time in 
which to make Bonn and Paris understand 
why Berlin must be discussed and why the 
whole process of negotiation with the Soviets 
must move forward. 


But will the time be put to good use in 
this fashion? The answer depends upon 
how much energy and positive, continuous 
leadership President Eisenhower is willing to 
invest. His present embarrassment is in large 
part due to the fact that he did not invest 
enough of those commodities in the prelim- 
inary exchanges with DeGaulle. 

Though DeGaulle must be handled with kid 
gloves, it would have been possible for the 
President to exert sufficient positive strength, 
as leader of the Atlantic alliance, to assure 
that the summit negotiations would follow his 
timetable rather than DeGaulle’s or Ade- 
nauer’s. Having lost this round, the Presi- 
dent ought not to take any risk that the 
agenda and the talks themselves will also be 
dominated by DeGaulle and Adenauer. 


It is not going to be easy to achieve what 
is usually referred to as allied unity. How 
can you “unify” willingness to negotiate with 
hostility to negotiation? A desire to explore 
the possibilities of a Berlin settlement, and 
a desire to avoid any talk of Berlin at all? 
Here is a case where down-the-middle com- 
promise will not work. 


The President, we think, is 100 per cent 
right in trying to work out a new Berlin ar- 
rangement and to broaden the area of nego- 
tiations with Khrushchev. It is now his re- 
sponsibility to lead the Atlantic alliance vigor- 
ously in these directions. He will have sup- 
port from Prime Minister Macmillan. He will 
have support from the masses of the people 
throughout Europe and America. 

It would be a tragedy if, with all his 
strengths, he permitted himself to be diverted 
from his aims by allies who, being unable 
to ficht a war themselves, have no right to 
dictate the terms of peace. 


Backing for Mr. Dalton 


That is an impressive set of indorsements 
which Attorney General John M. Dalton bears 
for his candidacy for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor. Gov. James T. Blair and 
three former Governors, Lloyd C. Stark of 
Louisiana, Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon and 
Forrest Smith of Jefferson City, all have said 
that Mr. Dalton is eminently qualified and 
would make a good Chief Executive for 
Missouri. 

Certainly Mr. Dalton has been an able and 
diligent Attorney General and he has learned 
a lot about the problems and issues of this 
state in his years at Jefferson City. It is, 
however, much too soon for the independent 
voter to do any choosing. He will need to 
know who may run against Mr. Dalton in the 
primary and who will receive the Republican 
nomination. 

Meantime the Attorney General does pos- 
sess a record that he may understandably de- 
sire to put before the voters of his party 
next August. 


A District for Growth: 


Planning for New Jobs 


The essence of. the metropolitan District 
plan is that it is a governmental device to 
stimulate lagging economic growth in St, 
Louis and St. Louis county. That is what the 
campaign of the City-County Partnership Com- 
mittee is all about. Nowhere is this clearer 
than in those sections of the plan dealing with 
planning and economic development services 
that the District would provide—and which 
no other local government in this area now 
provides or can provide. 

Proper planning would assure that sites 
would be readily available for the new indus- 
try and commercial activity that the city- 
county area must have to compete on even 
terms with other metropolitan areas. With- 
out sites there will not be enough new indus- 
try, and without industry there will not be 
sufficient jobs for the growing numbers of 
the next generation. The Metropolitan Survey 
findings on this subject are reprinted else- 
where on this page. 

The District planning service would try “to 


_ conserve the natural resources of the District, 


to insure efficient expenditure of public 
funds, and to promote the health, safety, con- 
venience, prosperity and general welfare of 
the inhabitants.” It would do this through a 
professionally-drafted and democratically- 
adopted comprehensive plan. The city, the 
county and the county’s 98 municipalities 
would have to comply with the general terms 
of the plan, but they would retain the right 
to make local plans and to enact their own 
zoning and subdivision control ordinances 
consistent with the comprehensive plan. |

Voters in city and county alike would reap 
substantial benefits from proper metropoli- 
tan planning and economic deve 
terms of new and better jobs, in terms of an 
expanded tax base that will help pay for the 
District, first-rate schools and municipal serv- 
ices.

Cleaning Up TV 

What kind of television system does this 
country want? The current scandal over 
rigged quiz shows has served to bring to a 
bead the long-festering suspicion that in many 
fundamental respects the system that exists 
is not the answer. Not only the quiz shows, 
but a long series of scandals has brought the 
television industry deeper and deeper into 
disrepute. 
At least two things are notably wrong. 
One is the all but absolute control of net- 
work content by advertisers. The press has 
avoided that kind of control over its edi- 
torial content without damaging advertising 
and without falling into the other evil of gov- 
ernment censorship; why cannot TV do the 
same? The second shortcoming is the failure 
of public regulation, made necessary by lim- 
ited channels and time, to achieve its purpose 
of asserting the public interest. 


In this situation, huge sums have been spent 
to win licenses for TV stations. The Federal 
Communications Commission, lacking trained 
members, adequate staff, or statutory stand- 
ards on which to base its selection, is subject 
to ceaseless pressure for favoritism. A num- 
ber of commission chairmen have gone into 
the industry they regulated—a process that 
has sapped the objectivity of more than one 
regulatory agency. One commissioner, Rich- 
ard A. Mack; was charged with accepting large 
sums of money from an applicant for a TV 
channel, and resigned under fire. A number 
of members of Congress have had financial 
interests in TV stations. 


These and other disclosures about the way 
television is operated and regulated led John 
Crosby, one of the leading television critics 
in the country, to write: “The moral squalor 
of the quiz mess reaches clear through the 
whole industry. In everything (apart from 
news and public events) the heavy hand of 
the advertiser suffocates truth, corrupts men 
and women.” 


Plainly an objective, comprehensive and 
fundamental study needs to be made of tele- 
vision, either by a presidential commission or 
some other group of comparable rank and 
power. Then legislation should be enacted, 
not on the primitive basis of the existing 
statute, which was hurriedly thrown together 


‘under emergency conditions in 1927 to end a 


chaotic conflict in wave-lengths, but on the 
basis of the highly ramified industry we have 
come to know in the 32 years since then. That 
legislation should restore to meaningfulness 
the principle that a license to use the tele- 
vision waves is a privilege granted by the 
people of the United States, subject to sus- 
pension for misuse—not a vested property 
right. 


A National Loss 

The imminent departure of Robert D. Mur- 
phy from his post as Under Secretary of 
State will leave a vacancy difficult to fill. Mr. 
Murphy, who is 65 years old, plans to resign 
early in December after 42 years in the United 
States Foreign Service. He is the State De- 
partment’s top professional diplomat and has 
been its principal trouble-shooter for many 
years; in the view of his colleagues, he is “the 
most successful United States diplomat since 
Benjamin Franklin.” Mr. Murphy carried out 
his assignments with courtesy and dispatch, 
as well as with great tenacity and consum- 
mate skill. He never allowed success to go to his 
head or affect the informal manner that hid 
an uncommonly shrewd and practical mind. It 
has often been a comfort to know, when the 
diplomatic going was rough, that Mr. Murphy 
was on the job. We wish him well. 


That Winter Outlook 


If there had been a hint or two of those 
bitter cold weather prospects before Weather- 
man George N. Brancato’s brutal warning, the 
shock would have been lessened. But those 
prophets who base their winter predictions on 
folklore and nature signs either failed to see 
what may be coming or else they didn’t speak 
out loudly enough. There wasn’t a word 
about that tell-tale brown band on the woolly 


eaterpillar’s fuzzy coat, the thickness of goose 


feathers, the sundogs that hang around the 
sun and the texture of the bark on the north 
side of a pecan tree. 

So Mr. Brancato’s warning hit as unex- 
pectedly as a sudden blast of Arctic air on a 
mid-August day in St. Louis. According to him 
the trouble lies with those great rivers of air, 
the high westerlies, which are supposed to 
blow from west to east. During the last four. 
weeks they have developed a north-south ten- 
dency which, if it does not change, means 
that St. Louis may get consistent days of zero 
weather instead of morning low temperatures 
in the 30s. If it gets that cold here, it will 
mean that at least the weather has escaped

‘St. Louis Must Progress or It Will Decline’ 


Answer Is Up to the People: Excerpts from Metropolitan Survey Report (1957) 


In looking to the future, we face a 
very fundamental question: Will the 
people of the St. Louis city - county 
area display the resourcefulness need- 
ed to create a better place in which 
to live and work? In other words, 
will the people actively support the 
changes necessary to accomplish this 
desirable objective? The answer to 
this question depends upon the imagi- 
nation and vigor of the citizens and 
their governments. 

There are discernible general forces 
which will tend to favor the emergence 
of regional economies centered around 
healthy and vigorous metropolitan 
areas. The St. Louis metropolitan 
area could well be one of them.

BOULDER, Colo., Oct. 30 — 
It will be a familiar situation for 
the University of Missouri foot- 
ball team when it meets Colo- 


rado tomorrow: Mizzou’s hard 
runners against an opponent's 
outstanding passer. 

Coach Dan Devine’s Tigers, 
one of several Big Eight Con- 
ference squads scrambling for the 
Orange Bowl bid that probable 
champion Oklahoma can’t accept 
a second successive year, must 
win. Missouri has lost to Okla- 
homa and could hardly hope to 
take the runner-up spot if it 
drops another conference game. 

The much-publicized passer 
that Devine’s team will have to 
cope with tomorrow is Gale 
Weidner. He is eleventh in the 
nation in passing with 643 yards 
and fifth in total offense with 
735 yards. What's worse, Weid- 
ner is only a sophomore, and 
likely will be pestering the Ti- 
gers for some time. 

There’s only one game that 
concerns Missouri now, and that 
is tomorrow’s. It will be home- 
coming for Coach Sonny Gran- 
delius’s Buffaloes, which won't 
make the Tigers’ task any 
easier. 

Snow-Covered Field. 

Whether Weidner’s passing will 
be affected by a snow-covered 
field is something to take into 
consideration. Several inches of 
snow already was on the ground 
and snow showers today and up 
to noon tomorrow were forecast. 
The temperature was around 30, 
with a prediction of clearing and 
mild by game time. 

Two DC-3s, carrying 34 Mis- 
souri players and six members 
of the coaching staff, left Colum- 
bia this morning. With the threat 
of bad weather, the passenger 
lists were trimmed so the planes 
could carry more fuel. Two 
players and the rest of the Mis- 
souri party took a train. 

Last season at Columbia the 
Brffaloes took a 9-0 lead over 
Missouri and the Tigers looked 
sad until they suddenly came to 
life to score three times in less 
than four minutes. Quarterback 
Phil Snowden engineered that 
outburst and won national rec- 
ognition as back of the week as 
he went on to lead Mizzou to a 
33-9 triumph.

Building 
Contracts 
Decrease 


NEW YORK — Contracts for 
future construction in the United 
States in September totaled 
$3,058,055,000, down 5 per cent 
from the same month last year, 
F. W. Dodge Corporation re- 
ports. Notable gains in most 
non-residential building categor- 
ies were more than offset by a 
sharp decline in heavy engineer- 
ing. Residential contracts were 
at about the same level as a 
year ago. 


Dr. George Cline Smith, Dodge 
vice president and economist, 
said, “Although September 
marked the second consecutive 
month in which construction 
contracts fell below year-earlier 
levels, nevertheless, the Septem- 
ber, 1959, total was the second 
largest ever recorded for the 
month. 

“In fact, after allowance for 
normal seasonal patterns, the 
September figures actually 
showed some improvement over 
August, with the seasonally ad- 
justed Dodge Index of construc- 
tion contracts rising to 269 from 
a level of 258 in August.” 


Non-residential building con- 
tracts in September amounted to 
$1,006,302,000, a gain of 13 per 
cent over the corresponding 
month last year. Every major 
non-residential building type was 
up from a year ago, with par- 
ticularly sharp gains recorded 
for manufacturing, commercial 
and recreational buildings. 

Contracts for residential build- 
ings in September were valued 
at $1,465,957,000, about the same 
as a year ago. A modest gain in 
single-family houses was offset 
by a sharp drop in apartment 
building contracts. 

The number of dwelling units 
represented by the residential 
contracts in September totalled 
111,494, down 3 per cent from 
September of last year. 

September contracts for heavy 
engineering construction amount- 
ed to $585,796,000, a decrease of 
32 per cent below the corre- 
sponding ]958 month. Both pub- 
lic works and utilities were down 
sharply. 

Cumulative totals of contracts 
for the first nine months of 1959, 
with percentage changes from 
the comparable period of last 
year, are as follows: non-resi- 
dential buildings at $8,830;225,-. 
000, up 4 per cent; residential 
buildings at $13,572,701,000, up 
24 per cent; heavy engineering 
at $6,202,166,000, down 18 per 
cent; and total construction at 
$28,605,092,000, up 6 per cent.

Sees Need 
For More 


Saving 


With more individual savings 
going into government securi- 
ties, a higher rate of personal 
savings will be necessary to 
avoid a serious shortage of 
home mortgage credit, the pres- 
ident of the United States Sav- 
ings and Loan League said. 


League President C. R. Mitch- 
ell ‘said that some substantial 
withdrawals of savings have 
been made in recent weeks from 
savings institutions, including 
savings banks and savings and 
loan associations, for the pur- 
chase of government securities. 


“In the normal course of 
events, most of these savings 
would have been available to 
the home mortgage market,” 
said Mitchell. ‘With their in- 
vestment in government securi- 
ties, they will have to be re- 
placed with new savings if we 
are to avoid some serious prob- 
lems in home financing and in 
other sectors of the economy. 


The league president, who is 
president of the First Federal 
Savings and Loan Association 
of Kansas City, Mo., said that 
the recent sharp rise in yields 
on government securities has 
dramatized the difficulties the 
Treasury faces in trying to man- 
age the national debt on a non- 
inflationary basis. 

“These difficulties are largely 
responsible for the recent rise 
in interest rates,”’ said Mitchell. 
“The recent rise in interest 
rates is directly traceable to the 
fact that there are not enough 
real savings to go around to 
meet the demands of govern- 
ment, business, consumers, 
home builders and home buy- 
ers.”’ 

Mitchell warned that only a 
rise in savings holds the answer 
to the “growing dilemma” of 
(1) how to finance the national 
debt in an orderly fashion, (2) 
meet the credit requirements of 
a growing economy, and (3) 


; still avoid inflation. 


“It has been commonly ac- 
cepted in this country that as 
our standard of living rises, and 
as personal incomes increase, 
the American people would save 
more of their incomes simply 
because less of their incomes 


would be required for the essen- 
tial needs of everyday life. 

“On the basis of this theory, 
as families ascend the income 
ladder, they would save a rela- 
tively greater share of their in- 
comes. 

“Unfortunately, this has not 
happened.

“I KNOW you don’t answer individual letters but I need 
help. I have multiple sclerosis and I black out frequently. 
The family won’i accept M.S. as the cause, and I have to go 
through test after test. 

“If you will please tell me what to do, I'll certainly ap- 
preciate it. I’ve accepted M.S. (20 years) but I can’t make 
others do it, and I scare them silly when I black out. 

MRS. H.B. (Age 68).” 
Deliberately, I haven’t written much about multi- . 
ple sclerosis because I don’t know much te say about 

it. Neither does anyone. It is a disease which attacks 

the nervous system—and by that 1 mean the network 

of nerves in the body, and not something that “makes 

one nervous.” 


The nerve tissue is damaged in little spots, and in many 
parts of the body. It can cause trembling, or weakness, or 
any number of things. Such as, for example, difficulty in 
speech, or in holding a pen to write a letter, or double vision, 

It is one thing to be able to determine what the trouble 
is; it is quite another to know what causes it, and until you 
know what causes a problem, finding a cure is a hit-or-miss 
matter. You might stumble on an answer, and this has hap- 
pened occasionally, but finding qut the cause, if you can find 
it out, makes the cure a much more likely occurrence. 

Take diabetes. One of the early Roman physicians, 
Aretaeus, wrote about it. Yet it was centuries (1922) before 
Canadian physicians discovered insulin, thereby saving thovu- 
sands upon thousands of lives. 

Thus we must regard multiple sclerosis—a disease which 
has been identified. We know what it is. We know how it 
acts. But we do not knew what causes it, and we have not 
yet discovered a cure.

Bank Bible Fall Out 


LOOKING AROUND FOR A NEW WAY to introduce 
the racial angle, producer-director Robert Wise (“I Want 
to Live,” “Executive Suite,” “Somebody Up There Likes 
Me”) has come up with it in a crime melodrama, “ODDS 

AGAINST TOMORROW,” now showing at 
LOEW’S STATE THEATER. 
He gets it in logically enough because 
. the key man in a planned bank robbery 
in a small town in upstate New York has 
to be a Negro in order to impersonate the 
waiter from a restaurant near the bank, 
who delivers coffee and sandwiches to the 
bank employes when they're kept after hours. This role 
is played by Harry Belafonte, as a night-club singer whose 
gambling losses have forced him to take this desperate 
means to stave off being shot if he doesn’t pay up. The 
robbery is planned by Ed Begley as an ex-policeman who 
had served a prison term. Third in the trio is Robert Ryan, 
an embittered, groping man who hates Negroes. 

Wise has diretted it, mostly on locatigp, in realistic 
style. The motivations of the characters are lucidly traced 
~—Ryan’s frustrations, his inability to support his plump girl 
friend, Shelley Winters, the sleazy atmosphere in which he 
lives, the refusal of Bellafonte’s divorced wife to take him 
back because of his gambling, Begley’s desire to make one 
last big haul. There jis a sense of forebodirg as the time 
for the robbery approaches. 


The picture is taut and absorbing. But the climax in 
which Wise tries to show that Ryan's racial bigotry is 
responsible for the failure of the robbery, is too contrived. 
It is illogical that anyone planriing the robbery as meticu- 
lously as Begley does wouldn’t have a driver in the get- 
away car with the motor running, and not only that, would 
have only one key to the car. The ending, when Belafonte 
and Ryan -turn on each other and shoot it out on top of 
some gasoline storage tanks, also seems phonily melodra- 
matic. 

This has a great deal of resemblance to “The Great 
St. Louis Bank-Robbery.” Begley, trapped by the police 
and wounded, shoots himself, as did one of the trapped 
robbers in the St. Louis-made picture. Curiously, David 
Clarke, the actor who played that role in “THE GREAT 
ST. LOUIS BANK ROBBERY,” plays a policeman in this, 
shooting at Begley at the very time he commits suicide. 
(Clarke is acting at the American Theater this week in 
“The Visit,” with the Lunts.) 


Probably the average spectator won't notice it, but Wise 
says this is the first erican picture made without fades 
or dissolves. (In the fade-out and fade-in the screen is 
darkened momentarily to give the effect of a curtain -be- 
tween scenes. In the dissolves, scenes overlap for effect— 
a spinning wheel of an automobile overlaps into a spinning 
roulette wheel, for instance.) Wise claims this speeds up 
the picture, but I don’t see any particular advantage to 
eliminating the devices. In a couple of places the transition 
from one scene to another seemed too abrupt. ™ 


Strindberg Blasts the Suf fragettes 


TWO STORIES by August Strindberg, the Swedish misogy- 
nist, striking at the campaign for “‘emancipation” ‘of women 
which was the rage in his day, are combined in an interesting 
Swedish picture, “OF LOVE AND LUST,” at the APOLLO 
ART. Both have been directed with finesse 
by Anders Henrikson. 

The first “ON PAYMENT,” is bitter. 
Strindberg certainly didn’t like suffragettes. 
A rather naive professor (Anders Henrik- 
son) marries a suffragette (Anita Bjork) 
who turns out to be frigid. She had been 
enraptured over his ideals of marriage as 
“fusing two souls into one,” but had really married him for 
support and position. She cries out in alarm if he even tries 
to hold her hand. She spurs him into running for Parliament 
and, to persuade him to introduce bills she wants passed, she 
gives herself to him, coldly and reluctantly. He bitterly de- 
nounces her—“‘You have sold your body and I have sold my 
soul’’—but as he loves her, he is tragically in her power, 
unable to break away. ’ 


The second, a light-hearted comedy, is “A DOLL’S 
HOUSE,” a satire on the Ibsen play which aroused such a 
storm in the 1880s. A naval] officer (George Fant) and his 
wife (Mai Zetteriing) have a happy marriage, with four 
children. But a suffragette spinster with a deep voice and 
mannish collars becomes a friend of the wife, convinces her 
she is only a toy of her husband’s as was Nora in “‘A Doll’s 
House,” “an unpaid housekeeper and mistress."” When he 
returns from a cruise, the officer finds his wife completely 
changed into a cold suffragette. He is consigned to sleep in 
the attic. How the desperate fellow hits on a scheme to 
bring her back to her senses is quite amusing. These are 
well-made and well-acted vignettes. 


Lurid Stuff 


“TAMANGO,” at the ORPHEUM, made from a novel by 
Prosper Merimee about a revolt on a slave-ship, is obviously 
an attempt for box-office sensationalism in showing Cuft 
Jurgens, as the ship captain, making love to Dorothy Dan- 
dridge, as his Negro slave girl. The pic- 
ture, made in France, is trashy and rather 
lurid melodrama. Miss Dandridge is a 
pretty unconvincing actress and even the 
usually reliable Jurgens overacts at times. 
Alex Cressan, a young medical student 
from Martinique plays the title role as 
j leader of the revolt. It was his first and 
only role, and while he has an impressive physique and a 
geoie bearing, he shows his lack of experience, although at 
that he is no worse than Miss Dandridge.

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No Time Out for Ex-Coach Don Faurot 


Now Athletic Director, He’s Same Old “Take-Charge Guy’ but in Off-Field Role

COLUMBIA, Mo. 
DON FAUROT’S devotion to 
duty in operating the athletic 
program at the University of 
Missouri was a partnership of 
the All-Seeing Eye and All- 


Guiding Hand in the years he “ 


was both athletic director and 
head football coach. Since 1957 
Faurot has been a one-job man, 
the athletic director. His duties 
have changed but his devotion 
hasn't. 


There has been one notable | 


change in Faurot. He will not 
talk shop about current Mis- 
souri football because Dan De- 
vine is head coach now. 

Faurot worried about every- 
thing and feared nothing from 
1935 through 1956 when he was 
Mizzou’s coach. He still worries 
about everything and has added 
a fear. He fears that people 
will believe he interferes with 
Devine’s coaching or that his 
established reputation will 
shadow the younger man. 

Faurot doesn’t interfere. He 
almost overstates the case for 
non-interference. Two weeks 
ago at Columbia the Missouri 
football team had its yearly 
date with destiny, the game 
against Oklahoma. Missouri 
was stood up, again. 

This annual date with Okla- 


homa is an annual disappoint- . 


ment but there had been hopes, 
a little stronger and a little less 
foolish than usual, that Missou- 
ri might win. Faurot refrained 
from comments of undue opti- 
mism or undue pessimism, or 
even the wishful thinking that 
is due Mizzou alumni before an 
Oklahoma game. 

He did not talk to Devine the 
evening before the game. Faurot 
went’ to a cross-country 
meet while the football team held 
its final practice Friday after- 
noon. He checked parking lots, 
preparing for a capacity crowd. 
He borrowed a baby-pen, prepar- 
ing for the arrival of his grand- 
children. He concentrated on 
minding his own business. 

Staying away from the game 
on the field cannot be easy for 
him. At 57, Faurot is too young 
to be an elder statesman and 
too old to be falsely modest. He 
designed the Split-T formation, 
something that was new and 
stimulating to football, and he 
coached home-grown talent into 
championship teams fit for bowl 
games, something that was al- 
together new to Missouri. 

Faurot did not school himself 
for retirement from active coach- 
ing. There is an anecdote that 
illustrates that basically he isn’t 
suited to retirement from any- 
thing. One happy day the Mis- 
souri U. coaches decided to go 
fishing. Faurot had an appoint- 
ment elsewhere. He said he 
would catch up with the fishing 
party later. 

The other fishermen-coaches 
bet among themselves that 
Faurot would be at the scene 
first, His hook baited and bob- 
bing, talking to the fish about the 
dawdlers he had picked for com- 
panions. The coaches are famil- 
iar with Faurot’s ways in an 
automobile. He isn’t careless or 
deadly but he wastes no time in 
the huddle of traffic. 

The fishing party’s route relied 
upon a ferry-crossing. The others 
reached the ferry and one coach 
said to the ferry-boat skipper, 
“Don Faurot been across yet?’’ 

“Dunno him. What’s he look 
like?” 

“About six-foot, hawk-nosed, 
big chin. Kind of lean but 
strong-looking. In his 50s.” 

“Oh,” said the skipper. “Sure. 
You mean that take-charge so- 
and-so who showed me how to 
run the ferry business.” 

One sportswriter calls him 
“Don Far-out,” partly for the 
fun of playing on the name and 
partly because the unhidden 
truth is there’s no limit to Fau- 
rot’s range. Duty calls, often 
well out of everybody’s else’s 
ear-shot, but Faurot hears and 
gallops after it. 

Occasionally his beagle ear for 


*duty’s call betrays him. The 


university's athletic department 
office has, as does any well-run 
office, a boss-story for all occa- 
sions and the staff treasures the 
tale of Faurot’s recognition of 
the birth of his second grand- 
child.

Most. of them have 
pendulums along with a moving 
drum on which the “‘writing’’ is 
placed. 

Q. Does a seismograph tell 
the distance and location of an 
earthquake? 

A. The distance of an earth- 
quake may be told by a single 
instrument, but others are need- 
ed to give a close location.

Circles are drawn on a 
globe, and the point where all cir- 
cles intersect is the position of 
the earthquake. 

Strong earthquake waves trav- 
el thousands of miles. Some °f 
them go straight through the 
earth, but others follow a path 
around the earth’s crust. 

The waves travel at different 
speeds because they go through 
different kinds of material. Us- 
ually they have a speed of from 
two to six miles a second.
